f^tF^  The  numbers  refer  to  the  sections  or  spaces  high.  One  section 
is  No.  i;  two  sections  high  is  No.  2;  three  sections  high  is  No.  3,  and  so 
on  up  to  No  4  are  kept  in  stock,  but  are  made  to  order,  running  as  high 
as  Nos.  5,  6,  7  and  8.  The  gross  infringers.,  who  try  to  palm  off'  a  cast 
iron  case,  not  content  with  violating  my  patents,  have  copied  this  plan  of 
describing  cases,  while  it  was  original  with  me  and  used  over  three 
years  before  the  gross  infringement  was  brought  out.  In  ordering  be 
particular  to  say  which  number  or  style.  The  "Legal,"'  "Cabinet,"  "Victor," 
"Peerless,"  &c.,  are  known  by  their  distinctive  names. 

SPECIAL  ORDERS,  PATTERN  OR  SIZE. 

Any  style  of  case  can  be  made,  but  only  those  on  the  catalogue  are 
kept  in  stock.  Special  patterns,  to  match  other  furniture,  will  of  course 
take  extra  time  and  cost  more  than  the  regular  Cases,  which  are  made  by 
the  hundred  and  kept  in  stock.  Variations  in  height  of  shelves,  etc.,  sel- 
dom cost  anything  extra;  but  change  of  diameter  generally  adds  to  the 
cost.  Extra  shelves,  drawers,  pigeon  holes,  etc.,  will  be  put  into  any  of 
the  Cases  when  desired  at  fair  prices. 

HIGH  AND  LOW  FEET. 

The  cuts  show  the  style  of  feet  that  usually  go  with  each  case,  but 
when  requested  any  of  the  cases  can  be  changed  in  this  respect  to  suit 
purchasers,  by  either  having  them  loivcr  or  higher.  If  Cases  are  desired 
to  stand  on  counters  or  to  swing  very  low,  they  can,  without  extra  charge^ 
be  carried  as  close  to  the  floor  as  required. 

DOORS. 

Standard  Cases  are  furnished  with  doors  when  so  ordered,  at  an  extra 
cost.  For  the  regular  Cases  have  a  loose  slip  or  curtain  to  throw  over 
the  whole  Case  when  not  in  use,  or  when  sweeping,  etc.  This  is  a  great 
protection  and  is  never  in  the  way  in  handling  the  books.

We  are  often  asked  if  the  Cases  are  made  round  so  as  to  revolve  in 
smaller  space  than  square  ones  with  projecting  corners.  A  little  study  of 
a  diagram  of  a  round  Case  and  a  square  one,  will  show  the  dullest  student 
of  geometry  that  the  square  is  the  only  economical  form  for  a  revolving 
Case.  In  this  way  we  get  a  solid  column  of  books,  and  nothing  more 
comj^jact  is  possible.  My  patents  cover  both  round  and  octagon,  but  they 
are  not  practical  in  said  forms.

The  No.  4  Standard  sells  as  rapidly  as  any  size,  though  almost  as 
many  of  the  No.  3  are  ordered.  The  "Champions,"  both  No  2  and  No.
